RAILROAD IS HEP 


LIABLE FOR DELAY 


IN ITS SHIPMENTS 


WVm Freight Is Accepted IVIBiont 


Notice to Shipper That IVw-Time 


Jlado Conditions Unusual. 


War-trine congestion" of traffic does 


not relieve carriers from liability for 
damages 
arising f r o m delays 
in 


transportation where no advance no- 
tice was- given the shipper that cus- 
tomary despatch could not be accord- 
ed the freight, according to a recent 
decision of the New York Supreme 
Court in which the court said: 


"The question presented is n-hellie! 


an unusual and extra-ordinary conges- 
tion of traffic, existing on defendant's 
road at the time when goods were of- 
lered for shipment by plaintiff and 
accepted by defendant, which conges- 
tion caused a delay In the shipment 
of goods, constitutes a defense to lia- 
bility for damages caused by such de- 
lay, especially v, hen the defendant, at 
the time of accepting the goods for 
carriage, knew aibout the unusual 
and, extraordinary congestion, aud 
knew that it was impossible to trans- 
port freight with the usual despatch, 
and accepted the freight for shipment 
without notifying the piaintlff of such 
condition," 


After stating that the general rules 


governing liability for delay were not 
inrvolved and conceding that the con- 
gestion was not due to negligence on 
the part of the carrier, the court 
stated: "An entirely different rule ap- 
plies- when goods are accepted by a 
railroad company for carriage with 
full knowledge on its part of extra- 
ordinary and unusual congestion of 
traffic on its lines, so vhat the lines 
are badly congested and it Is impos- 
sible /or the railroad to transport 
treigK with the usual despatch. 


"Under such circumstances," ruled 


the court, "It is the duty of the rail- 
road company to advise the shipper 
as to the conditions within its know- 
ledge which are likely to delay the 
shipment. If it fails to do so. and ac- 
cepts the goods for shipment, it will 
be liable for damages caused by delay 
growing out of such causes which are 
known to it when It accepts the goods 
for carriage This is a reasonable 
rule, founded on common sense and 
fair dealing. The shipper shouM be 
given an opportunity 'o exercise his 
judgment as to the advisability of 
making the shipment alter knowledge 
of the facts ot the situation 
If he is 


deprived of that opportunity >by a fail- 
ure at the railroad company to notify 
him of the unusual congested condi- 
tion ot its lines, and damages result 
because of delay In transportation thie 
to &ach condition, the railroad com- 
pany should not be permitted to c.r- 
cuse itself for such delay 'by setting 
up facts within its knowledge at the 
time when it accepted the goods for 
transportation."
